good leaders. The job needs to have ail members from tot to old age, doing 
his or her very best at what each can do best. 


If such a thing were to happen to your church the result would make 
the biggest front page headlines. And if every church in the land were to 
roll up its “membership sleeves” the results would shake the world. It 
happened once when a Church was established. It can happen again if 
church memberships will roll up their sleeves. Attend your church reg­ 
ularly. Roll up your sleeves.
